_Vanzant’s Strorg, July 3.—Editors Con- 
Btitution: I have now been a week at this 
point, and the time has been filled with expe- 
miences which were exceedingly novel and in- 
teresting tome. Nodoubt they will be of equal, 
if not greater, novelty to most of your readers, 
though they cannot be of the same interest. to 


those who are not familiar with all the sur- 


toundings. 

This isin no sense a town or village, but 
simply the postoffice of a region extending 
from five to ten miles in every direction, in- 
habited by farmers, whose cabins are scattered 
any where from a quarter of a mile to two miles 
apart. 

I suppose they call it Vanzant’s store be- 
Cause there is no store here, although there 
Was one several years ago. 

Now, however, the store is kept by Mr. 
Chastine about a mile further up the road. 
The postoftice is at the Vanzant’s, and the 
Beneral delivery is composed of an old cigar 

x set on a Shelf in one corner of the room. 

The elder Vanzant came to this place from 
North Carolina, fifty-six years ago, bringing 
his family ina six horse wagon, through a 
trackless wilderness, cutting out the way as 

¥ proceeded; and this wagon the family 
made their home after their arrival, until a 
Cabin could be built. 

T have seen this famous wagon and it is a 
curiosity indeed. 

It is still in a good state of preservation, and 
is liable to remain so for a cent- 
mry to come, although it is not 
wan used now on account of its great weight.

With the rude tools which he brought with 
himf rom his old home at the foot of Roan moun- 
tain. ho has made complete, lock, stock and 
basrel, many a rifle whose crack was wont to 
sound the death knell of the bear, deer, wolves 
and wild cats that used to infest these moun- 
tains, - 

I have seen several of these guns, and have 
witnessed feats of marksmanship with them 
which would make a member of the [Creed* 
more club open his eyes with astonishment. 

I even took one trial myself, and made a 
shot that might have hit some portion of the 
anatomy of a full grown bear. | 

Mr. Stanly says there are yet two wolves 
left in the mountains near him, and that wild 
cats are still numerous, but as I had lost 
neither wolves nor wild cats, I concluded not 
to go hunting for them. 

On Tuesday, the 18th, the gentleman with 
whom I have made my headquarters while 
here, went with me about two miles up Noon- 
tootly creek to show me a gold mine. 

On reaching the place I found that, at differ- 
ent times, some unsystematic work had been 
done and sevetal veins of ‘gold bearing rock 
brought to light. 

There is no doubt about the gold being in 
this rock, as I saw a surface boulder broken to 
pieces and in several placesin it particles of 
gold were plainly visible. 

I brought away a small piece of this boulder, 
in which a fine spray of gold can be seen with 
the haked eye, and several smaller particles 
are visible with the glass I have with me. 

This property has been bargained for several 
times, but when the papers come to be signed, 
one of the three parties interested in it would 
fly the track and refuse to complete the sale. 

This lack of business methods among the in- 
habitants of this section has been a great 
hindrance to its material advancement, and 
it is to be hoped that the rising genera- 
tion will make some improvement in this 
respect. 

These people, living as they do among the 
mountains, and using trails across them from 
one point to another, instead of following the 
windings of the valleys, have become accus- 
tomed to making what they call nigh cuts in 
almost everything, and there is close by a 
specimen of this faculty, exhibited in a species 
of short hand. 

At the forks of the road, not fifty yards from 
where Iam writing, is a guide board which 
announces to the traveler that it is twenty- 
three miles to Ellijay, but here is the way it is 
spelled—L. E. J. : 

When I arrived here 
and read this sign, I only’ wished 
that, in coming over, I could’ have 
shortened the distance as much as they have 
the name. . 

Friday, the 20th, I started for a climb to the 
top. of Brawley mountain, as I heard there 
was a very fine view to be obtained from that 
point. 

Some of my friends here thought I could not 
find the wav, and one of them offered to ac- 
company me, but, not wishing to take him 
from his work, [ concluded to try it by myself. 

Taking arough and rocky road for about 
three miles, I reached a gap at the foot of the 
mountain, then turning tothe right I strad- 
dled its spinal column and began working my 
way upward, 

There was no sign of a-_ trail, 
but I knew that if I kept going up I would 
reach the top sooner or later, so I went on 
climbing, sometimes through bushes and 
briars that nearly tore the clothes off me, and 
again over great beds of rock where the sun 
poured down its heat in all fiery intensity, 

Finally, after about an hour of the toughest 
climbing I have ever done I reached a clear- 
ing, in which I found the best corn growing I 
have seen since I started. Following a ridge 
for some distance I began another climb up 
through a rye field, until at last, wet and 
weary, I stood upon the very summit and 
paused to ascertain what it was I had come so 
far to see. 

The mountain had been cleared far enough 
down on every side so that there was nothing 
to obstruct the view in any direction, and as I 
turned and swept the circle of the horizon, 
my enraptured gaze fell upon a cyclorama of 
beauty and grandeur, surpassing not only any- 
thing lhad ever seen, but anything I had 
ever even imagined. All around in every di- 
rection, as far as the eye could reach, lay ter- 
race ujwn terrace of mountains rising higher 
and higher as they receded, until, in the dim 
distance, their summits blended, in an almost 
indistinguishable line, with the blue of heaven. 

It seemed as if at some time in 
he past, the whole’ surface fof the 
earth must have been a moulten mass, tossed 
by some fierce internal tempest into innumera- 
ble waves of varying shape and size, and then 
suddenly cooling had left it in this form to 
clothe itself with vegetation. 

As I turned round and round, trying in vain 
to decide in which direction the view was most 
to be admired, there came to me a wish that T 
was the possessor of some magic wand, with a 
wave of which I could transport every resident 
of my beloved Atlanta to the ground on which 
I stood, that they might drink in, fora season, 
the beauty und grandeur of the scene 

gut alas! These things are not to be obtained 
by the use of magic wands. 

In fact, lam convinced that the curse of 
Eden thrusts itself into every department of 
life, for [ was compelled to earn the enjoy- 
ment of the hour, not only by the sweat of my 
brow, but by the profuse perspiration of my 
whole anatomy. 

I remained, wrapped in conteniplation of 
the wonderful beauties surrounding me, until 
the gathering clouds and muttering thunder 
in the distance warned me that a storm was 
opproaching, then taking the long way down 
the inountain, where there is a very passable 
road, I started for shelter. 

About haifa mile down, I killed a huge 
black snake, but, as I reSolved at the outset 
not to tell any snake stories on the trip, I will 
not enlarge upon the subject. 

I, however, took a couple of shots at the 
reptile with my camera, and if they took ef- 
fect I shall bring home the proof with me, and 
then look out for the tale of a serpent. 

Just-as the first drops of the shower began 
to descend, I reached a house about three 
miles and a half from-the mountain top, and 
remained there until the storm was over, when 

came back to my starting point. I had 
traveled about nine miles, most of the way 
over a very rough road, but if I had seen 
nothing but that magnificent sight since I left 
home, I should feel repaid for my trouble in 
coming here. 

Tomorrow, if nothing happens to prevent, I 
shall start on my way and shall probably 
not stop so long in one place again 
until I reach HighlandsJwhen I hope to be 
prepared to give you a letter or two containing 
my impressions of the people, their virtues 
and failings, their advantages and needs. 

So far nothing but kindness has been shown 
me, and what few suggestions I have thrown 
out among those Ihave met, regarding meth- 
ods of bettering their condition, have been 
listened to with attention, and I trust some of 
them may bear fruit tothe benefit of those 
who have beon sojkind to me.

Macon, Ga., July 6.—[Special.]—The new 
democratic executive committee of Bibb 
county will meet on Tuesday next at the 
courthouse for organization, etc. It will 
doubtless appoint a date and place for the 
nomination of candidates for the legislature, 
nomination of county officers, etc. hen the 
committee acts then politics will begin to hum, 

RACE FOR THE LEGISLATURE. 

People have commenced to inquire who will 
run for the legislature. Aspirants are lying 
low and saying nothing, and really but little 
can be determined. ‘ 

It seems almost a certainty that ex-Senator 
C. L. Bartlett will be a candidate for the 
house. .R. W. Patterson is regarded as a prob- 
ability. W.A. Huff seems to occupy a doubt- 
ful position. Itis said that he really has no 
great desire to return to the house, but if the 
people request him to serve again it is reason- 
able to suppose he will consent to do so. 

The intentions of J. L. Hardeman haye not 
been made positively known. There is @ 
strong move in certain directions for Captain 
R. E. Park to enter the contest. The name of 
Judge H. VY. Washington is also frequently 
mentioned. Some say the workingmen will 
run a candidate, but others deny this. So far 
the above names are the only ones mentioned 
in connection with the house. 

Bibb, of course, will support Monroe’s choice 
for senator. 

THE COUNTY CONTEST. 

It is probable that only three county offices 
will be contested for this year. There may 
be only three contests, but these may be suffii- 
cient to make matters lively. 

Judge Dan H. Adams, the present supe- 
rior court clerk, will be opposed by R. A. 
Nisbet. This will be an exciting and interest- 
ing race. 

t is generally reported that Sheriff West- 
cott will.be opposed by J. R. Hicks. In this 
connection it is also further rumored 
that W. H. O’Pey will run on the ticket with 
Hicks for the position of deputy sheriff and 
city court sheriff, now held by Leo D. Her- 
rington. 

Ex-Governor Bill Hodnett nay run against 
Coroner William Henderson. 

Those two are armed veterans and faithful 
officers. Tax Receiver R. J. Anderson and 
Tax Collector C. B. Willingham will have no 
opposition. The term of Judge C. M. Wiley, 
the efficient and popular ordinary, does not 
expire lor two more years. 

CITY ELECTION. 

There is comparatively no talk yet about 
municipal politics, as this election does not 
occur until in December. It is generally con- 
ceded that Mayor Price will be a candidate for 
re-election. The majority of the present board 
of aldermen may stand for re-election. 

General Matters. 

Macon, Ga., July 6.—[Special.]—There 
will be several Important changes in railroad 
circles in this city by July Ist. 

The Southwestern railroad authorities put 
the blame for the terrrible collision Friday 
morning, on Engineer Jeffers and Conductor 
Sanford. These men overlooked their orders. 
They were regarded as two of the most relia- 
ble men in the service of the road. The 
wreck was oneof the worse that has hap- 
pened on the Southwestern in many years. 
Eight thousand watermelons were in the 
wreck, about six thousand of which were de- 
stroyed. 

The shortage in ice still continues. Macon 
has a demand for sixty tons and only thirty 
tons are supplied. 

The land condemnation jury in the case of 
Strayer vs. Georgia >Southern road, involying 
property on Fifth street, gave plaintiff $1,000. 

The Southwestern raiifoad ts deing a tre- 
mendous watermelon business. The road has 
to run a large number of extra freight trains. 

Judge Miller, of the superior court, on ap- 
plication of a number of farmers, represented 
by M. G. Boyne, Esq., has granted a tempor- 
ary injunction against the city of Macon and 
the clerk of the market from collecting mar 
ket fees. The injunction grows out of the 

‘Skipper case, mentionof which was made in 
THE ConstTITUTION a few days ago. The 
plaintiff holds that under the law the city has 
no right to collect market fees unless the city 
provides shelter for the wares of the farmers 
in their wagons. The injunction will be heard 
July 8th. The result is awaited with interest. 

The time for giving in tax returns has ex- 
yired. Receiver Anderson has been kept very 
busy for several months. The increase over 
last year will be more than one million dollars. 
Tax Receiver Anderson says the people have 
come forward very promptly, and there are 
but few delinquent tax payers in the county. 
Anderson pushes the people to make the re- 
turns, and he always has good success. An- 
derson’s business has largely increased in the 
past five years, but the authorities have seen 
fit to cut off some of the commissions of the 
office, so there is more work now and less pay.

AQIS ANNIVERSARY, SERMON A SONG 
OF PRAISE. 


Why Man Should be Thankful—Some Bless- 
ings Pointed Out—He Believes in 
the American People. 


Dr. Hawthorne’s anniversary sermon was 
one of thanksgiving. 
He reviewed the events of the year and of 


e. ' 

Thankful, he said, was, by its Anglo-Saxon 
derivation, akin to thinkful. To be thankful 
was to be mindful of one’s blessings. 

“J never see a bird drink water,”’ said he, 
“but I am moved to thankfulness. After 
every dip it raises its head, as if to give thanks 
to the giver of all good. 

“The swine eat and drink and never look 
up. There are men whom we compare to 
gwine, but in some cases I think we do injust- 
ice to the pig. A pig isan angel, yes, arch- 
angel, compared to some filthy hearted, fou! 
mouthed men. 

“Thankfulness is well illustrated by the 
circulation of the ocean. Itis continually being 
filled and out of its abundance sending back 
an offering to heaven, always getting and 
always giving. The good man is always be- 
ing filled from the streams of God's mercy and 
always sending up to heaven the incense of 
thanksgivings.”’ 

Here the doctor told the story of a king who, 
coming back from a jong war which had been 
waged at a fearful cost of blood and treasure, 
called on his people to pour in thanksgiving to 
almighty God. 

His prime minister, astonished at his action, 

id to the king: 

a fhe your inajesty wish to give thanks be-/ 
cause you have recently lost Unrteen of tae 
brightest jewels in your crown?” j 

“No,” said the king, ‘‘net for that.”’ d 

“Do you wish to give thanks because. witst 
gums have been spent in the war and an enor- 
mous public debt has been created ?”’ 

“No, sir, not for that.”’ 

“Does vour majesty wish to give thanks be- 
cause the blood of thousands of your best sub- 
jects has been shed in this war?” 

“No! no! Not for that,’ said the king. 

“Then may I ask for what your majesty de- 
sires to give thanks ?”’ 

“T wish to give thanks,’’ said the king, ‘‘be- 
Cause it is no worse. 

“There was once a man who was thought to 
be insane,”’ continued Dr. Hawthorne. ‘‘He 
was beside himself with joy all the time. 


They found him looking at a_ toad, 
‘and he -appeared to be full of joy. 
When asked the reason, he said, ‘1 aim 


thankful because [aim nota toad.’ That man 
was not as insane as they thought. There are 
men who are more loathsome than the toad. 
Leprosy is not so bad, and the lot of the man 
whose sores were licked by the dogs cannot be 
compared to that of the man whose life is full 


of unhallowed lust, and filthy words 
and deeds. You who have nothing 
worse than poverty ought “to give 
thanks to God. If you are not afflicted in 


body, if your life is pure, you ought to be siny- 
ing anthems of praise.”’ 

Dr. Hawthorne paused in the middle of his 
discourse and said: **Today at this very hour 
they are burning my grandchild, six hundred 
miles away. On yesterday I received a tele- 
gram from my son, ‘Our little girl has just left 
us for her eternal home.’ In the midst of 
grief I was thankful that the father had 
faith to believe that his child would be ¢arried 
to heaven, where he will meet her.”’ 

The doctor drew a gloomy picture of the 
vondition of the country, with monopoly and 


combinations oppressing the people, and 
tyrants seeking to subvent our liberties. 
“But,’’ he said, ‘‘Lamno pessemist. Ihave 


faith in the American people, in their integrity 
and their manhood, and I believe = the 
time is coming when they will rise in 
their grand majesty and discomfit ‘the op- 
pressors. I believe that this people has a 
mission among the nations of the earth and a 
timeis coming when this country will be 
grander and freer than ever before.”’ 

“Patriotism,’’ he said, ‘‘in its last analysis, 
is sectionalism, and sectionalism is the love of 
one particular spot of earth. Itisin the con- 
stitution of man that he should love the spot 
where ho lives more than any other. 
I love and honor allthis grand 
country, I honor every star that glistens in our 
nationa! ensign, but I love more the place 
where I have a local habitation and a name. 
Above a!! other parts of earth, I love this old 
empire state of Georgia, and in Georgia I love 
above all else this old First Baptist church.”’ 

Then Dr. Hawthorne reviewed the year’s 
work of the church and its increase in mem- 
bership to 982; its total gifts -of 
$12,000 and the large increase of the 
Sunday school. There he paused to give his 
congregation a rap. 

“We could inerease the attendance of the 
Sunday school seventy-five per cent in a year 
if we could only get teachers for the new 
scholars,’’ said he. ‘It is the first time I ever 
heard of naw nomey being turned away be- 
Tause enough members of the church could not 
be had to teach them. In sixty days twenty 
large classes could be added if twenty teachers 
vould be had.”’
